Neatness counts even if (intended) input signal is 1 kHz. Got a trace of 
what looked to be about 1 MHz oscillation before i burned my finger on the 
chip. RIP. 


Good news, though, ready to now align the ohr-100. While standing behind 
and unplugging my Tek 465 o-scope, got reminded that the rear panel has an 
output from the channel 1 vertical amp. A few quick checks, and now the mfj 
tuner and the DMM are ready to be useful as a frequency counters with high 
input impedence. Don't have to build the probes either. 


Since i already bought a bunch of high frequency amp ic's, i'll still get 
a separate preamp together, but its priority has just dropped. i gotta get 
the ohr up and get on the air.

I tussled with this problem every year with the class I teach for the 
electrical apprenticeship and finally came up with the idea of giving each 
student a one inch long piece of rainbow ribbon cable with the colors 
starting with brown and going through black. I know it's not the way we 
learned it back in high school electronics shop but it gives them a learning 
aid to refer to for long enough that they finally know the color code through 
using it. If you have trouble with the idea of them learning the numerals one 
through zero, just rip the first nine wires off a forty or fifty wire ribbon 
and go from there. 


Works for me.

Well, I got it all stuffed in the little box and doggone if it doesn't 
work better than it did! 

Could be the shielding makes a difference, but I thought some had said 
they had problems after it went in a metal cabinet. Not so with mine! :-) 


Still gotta figure out what color to paint the front and rear panel, but 
it came out real nice anywho, so I'll probably bring it to Tuthill 
unfinished to be critiqued by those who know more than me (and there's 
plenty of them!). 


I did the infamous RIT mod, and although it works it DID introduce some 
slow drift as the diodes settle into whatever it is they are doing in 
there. Not too bad tho', so I'll probably try some hot carrier diodes, or 
more (yikes!) bypassing to see if I can put the brakes on the oscillator. 
If that doesn't work, then it'll be the saturated transistor mod that has 


appeared here and in QRPp. 


I must have the output filter network spot-on, ‘cause if I compress or 
spread the windings on the two inductors, I can get from about 3w to 
around 7 or 8 watts at a supply of 13.8 v. And it looks clean on the 
scope and sounds good in the ARK30 too. 

On a 12v gell cell it easily does 5w. 


C505 and C26 are 560pf SM, and C25 is a 1000pf SM. L3 has 11 turns L4 has 
12. 


The TiCK is installed and works nicely. I have two 3.5 mm jacks on the 
rear panel. The 3 conductor one for the paddles that makes a nice 
sidetone, and the 2 conductor one for my HB keyboard that has no 
sidetone, since the keyboard has its own. I can leave ‘em both connected, 
and switch back and forth at will. Nice. 


I do need a headphone jack that is isolated from ground, so the L and R 
channels are floating above the chassis. I currently have the L & R 
channels in parallel, lacking a method to ground-isolate the jack, but 
the volume is OK with the headphones I use. I have a LM386 amplifier 
module around here, but I'm not sure I need it or the added complexity. 


The RIT mod changed my nice frequency coverage of 10.101 - 10.122 to 
about 10.104 to 10.119. Lacking a proper 6.8 uH choke, I did the 
wire-wrapped-around the 4.7uH thing. I helped out some, and now with 
about 2 turns of #30 over the original 4.7uH choke I have 10.101 to 
10.119 Mhz. 


Yeah, the RIT has a lot better range at the low end of the band than the 
high end. So much for varactor diode linearity. But it doesn't move the 
transmit freq at all when I turn the RIT during keydown, so it will stay 
in there. Besides, it makes the front panel look better with the extra 
knob ;-) 


Oh yes, I used the gray thermal pad for the IRF510 PA, and it runs real 
cool with the entire back aluminum panel to heat sink it. I mounted it 
with a 4-40 nylon screw and nylon nut so I wouldn't have to bore a larger 
hole out and use the nylon shoulder washer as you would with a metal 
screw. Same thing for the 7808, but I couldn't find the rest of my 
computer-salvaged-thermal pads, so it got a mica washer. Not to worry, 
tho', cause it isn't making much heat anyway. None of that white silicon 
grease needed! Yechhh! 


Heck, I ran keydown for a couple of minutes at 7+ watts into a dummy load 
and could hardly detect any heating of the rear panel at all, so it sure 
beats the R/S heatsink!

Had a nice chat with Larry, K5JB in Ft. Worth tonight. He gave me a 469 w 
/ QRN and QSB bad. I'm using a very low mounted 30m sloper pointed SW (if 
it has any directivity at the low height!). At least the high angle 
radiation was getting into Texas.

In the recent thread on dummy loads for QRP, someone suggested 

using computer network terminators, the 50 ohm ones with BNC 
connectors. I tested four of those that K3TKS gave me, of 3 different 
types, on an HP 8753C network analyzer. They weren't exceptionally 
good at 1 GHz, with two giving an SWR of 1.6:1. However, even as 

high as 450 MHz they were still quite usable; the worst was 1.19 and 
the other were 1.09 or lower, and at 30 MHz all were below 1.02. 


I also made a load from a 4 hole, chassis mount BNC connector and a 
pair of those Radio Shack 100 ohm, 1 watt metal oxide resistors. 
Keeping the wires as short as possible, I soldered one end of both 
resistors to the center terminal and the other ends to diagonally 
opposite holes in the base. This one looked quite good on the network 
analyzer as well; at 30 MHz the SWR was under 1.02, barely over that 
at 50 MHz, 1.04 at 144 MHz, 1.12 at 450 MHz, and at 1 GHz it was 

1.28. 


The Radio Shack resistors make a load with a nominal rating of two 
watts. I don't know what the rating is on the computer network 
terminators, but would assume that they consist of a single, low 
wattage resistor since they are not for high power applications. I'd 
take it easy on one of them unless you positively know the power 
rating, but they'd still make pretty good test equipment terminations.

40 
meter contacts receive one point. The same station may be worked on

It is interesting that Rod, W7GVN, observed no difference between 
whether or not a SASE was included with a QSL request based on 40 such 
requests. However, the overall results of a 25 percent QSL return do 
not agree with my own experiences. Within the last 30 days I decided to 
try completing my 160m non-QRP WAS and my mixed-band QRP WAS by 
collecting cards. I sent out close to 100 cards with SASEs, about 50 to 
non-QRPers for 160m WAS and about 50 to mostly QRPers for QRP WAS. My 
returns on the those for the QRP WAS is better than 80 percent. The 
returns on the non-QRP group is approaching 60%. This is with only 30 
days for the returns, and some cards are still arriving. I was 
pleasantly surprised that in my rather informal test the amateur radio 
community compared favorably with the return rate of the 1960s. I now 
need confirmations from NY, NC, KS and DE to complete my QRP WAS, and I 
will be searching my log for some recent QSOs from those states. There 
is an art to QSLing in order to obtain a high return rate. Each address 
was compared against a CURRENT FCC database; a personal, handwritten 
note was on each QSL; each card was filled in neatly by hand (no 
computer); date and time were in UTC and the QSL format was carefully 
designed. My QSL cards are very cheap, simple, printed at home ona 
LASER printer on 90 pound card stock. 


My thanks to the many QRP-L members who responded to my QSL requests.

Just wanted to let everyone on the list know that I received and 
checked out the 8640B (mil version) sig generator that I purchased a 
few weeks ago from R.T. Burton & Company. I was in need of a signal 
generator to round out my test bench and this puppy does the trick. 


The signal generator arrived just fine. The packing material 
consisted of packing peanuts only - I was expecting maybe blown in 
formed foam, but the sturdiness of the mil version case really does 
not need it. Upon opening, I found a yellow-cased 8640B which had 
been painted green, complete with lead tape where an AF calibration 
form had once been secured (I recognized this off the bat, since I 
was an AF PMEL technician in a past life and had actually calibrated 
an 8640B a few times).

Coincidently, I've recently wanted to up my DX 

QSL totals, so decided to take advantage the ARRL's incoming/ 
outgoing services. Have never used the service, as I 

wasn't concerned about DX QSL's too much. However, 

I now want to begin collecting paper from other 

countries (without spending the BIG bucks for 

direct mailing, IRC's, etc). 


1. Realistically, what can I expect on return time? Is one

sending to the USA?

Thanks to the 20 or so of you who sent me personal E Mail giving details 
of the price availability of the DX-70T. For other possible DX Customers 


Typical price Alinco DX70-T 860 US Dollars (10W on 6M) 
Alinco DX70-TH 970 US Dollars (100W on 6M) 


Import into the UK will add shipping/tax charges of about 25% (17.5 VAT, 
the balance for shipping ). There may be an additional import tax to pay 
of about 4% but I cannot confirm this. Figures below exclude the 4%. 


Thus DX70-T works out at 1075 USD and DX70TH is 1212 USD. The Sterling 
equvalents, based on 1 UKP = 1.64 USD, are 655 and 739. Thus the 
Savings are UKP 40 and 36 respectivly against list prices which are 
often negotiable. 


In this case it seems that there is little advantage in importing the 
rig. It's worth noting that the import duty/tax are almost as much as it 
would cost for a bargain return air ticket to the USA. 


Thanks again for the responses to my original post. If I can be of help 
in return let me know.

Should have stated that in my note to you originally. It seems 40M (novice) 
around 7.118 and 7.140 are the "hot spots" lately sometime around 0300-0500Z 
and .

I find that I have to keep the freq 
around 7.12 monitored then pounce before everyone else does. I have answered 
a station that was a 589 and he disappears by the end of my xmission.
